for  the  year  ended  December,  1938, 
on  Public  Health  Matters  in  the 
Combined  Rural  District  of 
Salisbury  and  Wilton. 


General  description  of  the  Area ,  its  industries , 
occupations  and  social  standards. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  this  area  is  predominantly  agricul¬ 
tural,  although  in  recent  years  quite  an  extensive  amount 
of  building  has  taken  place  ;  especially  is  this  so  in  the 
Salisbury  portion. 

The  parish  of  Alderbury  (with  Whaddon)  is  fast 
approaching  a  semi-urban  standard,  but  this  extension  of 
building  is  at  present  rather  hampered  by  a  private  water 
undertaking  inadequate  to  meet  the  demands  of  extensive 
developement.  A  public  scheme  of  water  supply  is  now 
under  consideration 

The  type  of  houses  built  within  the  last  few  years  has 
been  very  satisfactory  ;  there  is  not  so  much  real  “  jerry  ’ 
building  as  in  previous  years,  and  the  houses  are 
invariably  provided  with  modern  facilities,  including 
sinks  and,  where  possible,  water  closets  and  septic  tanks. 

The  Town  and  Country  Interim  Development  Order 
has  been  helpful  in  enforcing  suitable  elevation  plans  for 
every  new  house  built. 

New  houses  have  also  been  provided  in  the  majority  of 
the  Salisbury  parishes  and  a  few  here  and  there  in  the 
Wilton  parishes 

The  majority  of  the  true  agricultural  workers  still  live 
in  their  little  thatched  cottages,  but  thatch  is  gradually 
being  replaced  by  other  materials.  It  is  in  improving  this 
type  of  house,  let  at  low  rentals,  that  the  Housing  (Rural 
Workers)  Act  has  been  of  so  much  use  in  the  past,  this 
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district  having  received  in  the  last  two  years  the  second 
largest  number  of  grants  of  any  district  in  the  County.  It 
came  therefore  as  a  great  blow  to  all  interested  in  this 
work  when  the  County  Council  saw  fit  to  reduce  the 
useful  grant  of  ^roo  to  a  figure  of  £80,  which  was  often  a 
poor  proportion  of  the  money  spent.  The  Council’s  pro¬ 
tests  to  the  County  Council  with  reference  to  this 
reduction  were  successful  in  having  the  full  grant  restored. 


Occupations. 

The  basic  occupation  in  this  area  is  that  of  food 
production,  indeed  the  county  as  a  whole  is  a  milk 
producing  one.  A  good  proportion  of  the  inhabitants  is 
therefore  engaged  in  milk  production,  breeding  and 
rearing  of  cattle  and  sheep,  and,  to  a  lesser  degree,  in 
arable  farming  and  in  the  many  allied  subsidiary  callings. 
Large  tracts  of  the  area  are  downland. 

There  are,  however,  several  works  in  the  area,  a  tannery, 
a  bacon  factory,  several  brickworks,  gravel  and  sand  pits, 
etc. 

Animals  for  slaughter  from  the  southern  portion  of 
Wiltshire  usually  find  their  way  to  the  two  larger 
slaughter-houses  in  the  area. 

Unemployment. 

In  spite  of  complete  or  partial  mechanisation,  including 
the  employment  of  milking  machines,  etc.,  on  many  of 
the  larger  farms,  it  is  difficult  to  meet  the  increasing 
shortage  of  true  agricultural  workers. 

The  modern  worker  is  better  educated,  has  seen  more 
than  his  parents,  and  demands  for  his  children  better 
housing  than  his  father  had.  Therefore,  until  the  housing 
shortage  is  met,  there  will  always  be  a  drift  of  the  more 
intelligent  worker  to  the  town.  It  may  be  that  as  the 
new  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act  is  to  come  into 
force  with  a  better  subsidy  for  rural  housing,  the  harm 
done  by  the  reduced  grant  under  the  Housing  (Rura. 
Workers)  Act,  by  the  Wiltshire  County  Council,  will  be 
partly  neutralised,  and  it  may  be  possible  to  make  progress 
in  this  direction  instead. 


Generally,  the  area  is  a  moderately  prosperous  one,  and 
though  the  farm  worker  is  not  highly  paid  he  has  many 
advantages  which  the  town  dweller  does  not  have.  There 
is  therefore  little  unrelieved  distress. 

One  does  not  expect  to  find  special  trade  diseases,  and, 
in  fact,  the  population  is  a  remarkably  healthy  one. 


Composition  of  the  area. 

Salisbury  and  Wilton  Rural  District  is  built  up  of 
thirty-two  parishes,  which  appoint  thirty-four  councillors 
to  the  District  Council,  which  meets  monthly  in  the 
Guild  Hall  in  Salisbury,  presided  over  by  a  chairman  and 
vice-chairman. 

The  area  in  acres  is  110,163. 

The  population  is  15,900. 

There  are  5,042  inhabited  houses,  of  which  3221  are 
working  class  houses. 

Rateable  value  of  the  district — £66,840. 

Penny  rate  yields  approximately  £295  18s.  id.

Births. 


238  children  were  born  alive  in  the  district,  of  whom 
12 1  were  male  and  1 1 7  female. 

The  birth-rate  was  14*96,  which  compares  with  13*9 
last  year  and  12*9  the  year  before,  and  with  the  figure  of 
[5*1  given  by  the  Registrar  General  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  birth-rate  is  now  up  to  our  usual  figure.

Details  of  Public  Health  Services  in  the  District 

The  Medical  Officer  spends  his  whole  time  in  Public 
Health  work,  being  Medical  Officer  for  the  neighbouring 
Rural  District  of  Mere  and  Tisbury,  and  Wilton  Borough. 
His  qualifications  are  Bachelor  of  Science  (Honours 
Degic  ^e)  St  Andrews  ;  Bachelor  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery  ;  Diploma  of  Public  Health  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  England;  Certificate 
of 'Tropical  Medicine  and  Hygiene,  London;  etc 

There  is  a  fully  qualified  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  He 
is  a  Member  of  the  Institute  of  Municipal  and  County 
Engineers,  and  holds  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute  (Sanitary  Inspector),  the  Meat  Inspector’s 
Certificate,  Certificate  of  the  Manchester  School  of  'Tech¬ 
nology,  and  the  Certificate  of  the  Lancashire  and  Cheshire 
Union  of  Institutes 

There  are  two  qualified  Additional  Sanitary  Inspec¬ 
tors  who  are  Associates  of  the  Roval  Sanitary  Institute.

Contribution  is  made  to  these  officers’  salaries  under 
the  Public  Health  Acts. 

Other  Officers  —Midwives. 

There  are  midwives  who  devote  part  of  their  time 
to  this  area  and  part  to  County  Council  work.  They  also 
act  as  school  nurses.  They  are  responsible  to  an  associa¬ 
tion  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Wilts  County 
Nursing  Association,  and  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

This  is  undertaken  by  the  nurses  as  above,  under 
the  general  direction  of  the  nursing  association. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Examination  of  swabs,  water  analysis,  and  other 
bacteriological  work  is  carried  out  at  the  Greville  Labor¬ 
atory  in  Salisbury  Infirmary.  The  laboratory  is  recognised 
for  the  examination  of  milk  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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Hospital  services  and  ambulance  facilities 
available  for  the  District. 

These  are  unchanged  from  last  year,  and  are  quite 
adequate  for  the  Council’s  needs,  treatment  of  any  kind 
being  easily  obtainable. 


Water  Supply. 


The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  still  mainly  drawn 
from  private  wells  The  following  was  the  position  at 
the  end  of  1938.

If  it  is  practicable  for  this  why  not  for  every  day 
purposes?  In  these  parishes  a  piped  supply  would  be  a 
boon. 
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Extension  of  Water  Supplies  (piped). 

There  can  be  little  doubt  as  to  the  benefit  to  the 
domestic  user,  as  well  as  to  the  farmer  and  builder,  of  a 
piped  water  supply.  In  addition  to  the  labour  saved,  the 
certainty  of  water  in  periods  of  drought  is  worth  much. 
All  the  waste  of  time  and  money  on  what  is  after  all  only 
speculative  boring  for  water,  often  to  considerable  depths, 
is  also  cut  out.  The  benefit  to  the  farmer  of  a  plentiful 
supply  of  drinking  water  to  his  livestock,  dairy  and  cow¬ 
sheds  is  too  obvious  to  need  emphasis. 

The  main  difficulty,  as  usual,  is  finance.  This  difficulty 
is  accentuated  by  the  low  rateable  value  of  the  cottages, 
by  the  comparative  sparsity  of  the  population  and  length 
of  less  productive  mains. 

In  spite  of  this  the  Council  have  inaugurated  schemes 
for  Pitton,  Farley  and  Whiteparish,  and  are  giving  con¬ 
sideration  to  the  possibility  of  taking  over  the  Alderbury 
private  supply  and  linking  it  with  Grimstead.  Engineer’s 
report  and  scheme  for  Alderbury  already  under  consider¬ 
ation.  West  Dean  are  obtaining  a  private  supply  of  its 
own  from  Norman  Court  Estate. 

In  addition  to  this,  various  individual  supplies  have 
been  arranged  for  private  property  owners  in  the  Rural 
District  from  Salisbury  City  mains. 

The  above  shows  that  the  Council  do  realise  the  ever¬ 
present  potential  source  of  danger  from  shallow  well 
water  and  the  unreliability  of  these  wells  in  periods  of 
drought. 
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Part  Three. 


Sewers,  Sewage  Works,  etc. 

There  are  no  sewage  works  owned  entirely  by  the  Rural 
District  Council.  Quidhampton  drains  into  Salisbury 
City  sewers,  and  the  sewage  farm  at  Netherhampton  is 
under  the  control  of  the  City  authorities. 

The  present  is  not  an  opportune  time  to  raise  again 
the  question  of  a  sewage  scheme  for  Downton.  This 
matter  will  have  to  wait  until  it  is  definitely  decided 
whether  or  not  Downton  is  to  have  a  water  supply. 

Apart  from  Fovant.  which  has  a  night  soil  collection, 
the  older  houses  have  pail  closets,  and  most  of  the  new 
ones  have  septic  tanks. 


Collecting  of  House  Refuse. 

The  monthly  collection  for  the  whole  of  the  32  parishes 
comprising  this  Rural  Area  was  inaugurated  at  the 
beginning  of  the  financial  year,  i.e.  April  1st.  1938,  and 
although  at  first  those  parishes  which  had  not  previously 
had  any  collection  were  averse  to  this  much  needed  Sani¬ 
tary  amenity,  I  am  now  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that 
this  service  is  working  smoothly  and  satisfactorily,  and 
the  number  of  complaints  now  received  is  negligible. 
As  is  to  be  expected  from  parishes  semi-urban  in  character 
which  adjoin  the  Borough  of  Wilton  and  the  City  of 
Salisbury,  a  monthly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  not 
sufficient,  and  in  two  of  these  parishes  a  weekly  collection 
has  been  commenced,  and  applications  are  being  received 
from  other  parishes.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  progress  is 
also  being  made  in  this  direction. 

Meat  and  other  Food  Inspection. 

For  the  size  of  the  district  (15,000  population),  this 
authority  supervises  the  slaughter  of  a  huge  number  of 
animals  in  the  three  larger  slaughter-houses.  This  duty 
occupies  an  appreciable  portion  of  the  sanitary  inspector’s 
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time,  but  is  of  course  an  essential  service.  The  slaughter¬ 
houses  (of  which  there  are  fifteen — five  registered  and  ten 
licensed)  are,  in  spite  of  expected  recurrent  complaints, 
on  the  whole  quite  well  run,  and  the  premises  themselves 
reasonably  satisfactory.

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From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  realised  that  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  the  time  of  the  staff  is  occupied  in  meat 
inspection,  as  we  endeavour  to  insist  on  a  high  standard. 

The  drainage  question  of  the  slaughterhouses  at 
Stratford-sub-Castle  has  taken  up  a  large  amount  of  the 
Inspector’s  time,  and  the  extension  of  the  Salisbury  City 
sewer  to  this  village  will  effect  a  much  desired  improve¬ 
ment. 

Trouble  has  also  been  experienced  with  the  drainage 
question  at  the  Downton  Bacon  Factory,  and  on  our 
suggestion  they  have  agreed  to  call  on  a  Consulting 
Sewage  Engineer  to  prepare  a  proper  scheme  of  drainage. 

The  offal  disposal  plants  of  all  these  three  slaughter¬ 
houses  have  been  handled  much  better,  and  complaints 
have  been  much  fewer  in  the  last  year,  and  as  the  person¬ 
nel  get  more  experienced  in  the  use  of  these  they  should 
cease  altogether,  always  bearing  in  mind  that  the  human 
element  is  not  infallible.

With  the  extension  of  public  water  supplies  a  further 
improvement  in  the  standard  of  cleanliness  by  Cowkeepers 
in  the  Parishes  of  Pitton,  Farley  and  Whiteparish  will  be 
effected  during  1939.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report 
practically  the  whole  of  the  Cowkeepers  in  these  three 
Parishes  have,  or  are  having,  the  water  from  public  mains 
laid  on  to  their  premises,  and  the  value  of  becoming  an 
Accredited  Cowkeeper  is  becoming  more  generally 
realised. 
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Schools. 

The  public  water  supply  at  the  Parishes  of  Pitton, 
Farley  and  Whiteparish  have  in  every  case  been  laid  on 
for  the  use  of  the  local  schools  At  Pitton  and  White- 
parish  lavatory  basins  with  a  small  drainage  scheme  are 
being  installed,  and  at  Whiteparish  the  question  of  the 
conversion  of  pail  closets  into  water  closets  is  also  under 
consideration.  This,  together  with  other  improvements 
carried  out  in  other  parishes,  is  a  definite  trend  in  the 
direction  of  a  higher  standard  of  sanitation  in  Country 
Schools. 


Factories  Act. 

There  has  been  no  addition  to  the  register  during  the 
year,  but  with  the  coming  into  force  of  the  new  Factories 
Act  it  will  be  necessary  to  revise  the  existing  register  and 
see  that  all  these  places  are  complying  with  the  new  Act. 


Bakehouses. 

Whilst  there  have  been  no  complaints,  more  time  has 
been  given  to  inspecting  these,  and  during  1939  the 
Register  is  being  revised  with  a  view  of  obtaining  an  all 
round  improvement  in  the  standard  of  buildings  and 
cleanliness  which,  generally  speaking,  is  good. 

River  Pollution  Prevention  Act. 

The  old  idea  that  the  best  waj^  to  get  rid  of  septic 
tank  effluent,  garden  rubbish  and  old  tins  was  to  empty 
it  into  the  nearest  stream  or  ditch,  dies  hard,  but  the  only 
serious  question  of  this  kind  in  the  district  still  remains 
at  Downton,  where  a  sewer  actually  empties  into  the 
river. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

These  pests  are  now  extremely  rare  in  the  district,  no 
cases  needing  attention  having  been  found  during  the 
year.

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Salisbury  Isolation  Hospital  is  the  centre  for  this 
District  as  for  other  neighbouring  rural  authorities.  Com¬ 
plaints  as  to  treatment  in  the  hospital  are  extremely  rare, 
the  children  are  well  treated  and  deaths  are  infrequent. 
During  this  year  there  has  been  the  usual  sporadic  cases, 
but  no  epidemic  ;  this  has  been  the  case  for  the  last  seven 
years.  The  former  practice,  as  being  most  suitable  to  the 
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district,  a  milk  producing  one  with  cottages  of  such 
a  size  that  isolation  is  virtually  impossible,  has  been 
adhered  to,  and  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria 
removed  to  the  Hospital  at  once  Combined  with  early 
school  closure  this  has  proved  most  efficient.  Bad  cases 
of  measles  in  overcrowded  surroundings,  or  cases  of 
pneumonia  where  nursing  is  unobtainable  or  grossly 
inadequate,  are  also  on  occasion  admitted,  as  are  cases  of 
erysipelas.
